Washington, Jan. 13.—The greater 
part of the time of the senate during 
the present week will be consumed in 
the discussion of the finance commit­ 
tee’s silver substitute for the bond bill.

Various other senators are 
known to be prepared to take the floor 
either in advocacy of or opposition to 
the substitute. 
The probabilities are 
all against securing a vote on the meas­ 
ure during the week. 
The bill is one 
which under any circumstances would 
call forth many set speeches and much 
animated debate, which would render it 
impossible to reach a conclusion after 
only one week’s debate. The advocates 
of the bill also have a special reason in 
this instance for desiring a temporary 
delay. 
Appreciating the close margin 
on the vote, they are desirous that the 
Utah senators, of whose support they 
feel confident, should be in their seats 
when the vote is taken. They would 
probably not resort to dilatory tactics 
to secure this delay further than to 
make sure that there are speeches 
enought to consume the time in what 
may be designated as legitimate de­ 
bate. 
There are several other ques­ 
tions of minor importance on the sen­ 
ate calendar, which will receive atten­ 
tion during the morning hour each day. 
The week in the house will be de­ 
voted to routine matters. 
As soon as 
the consideration of the rules is com­ 
pleted the pension appropriation bill 
will be taken up. As quite a number of 
members desire to be heard on various 
m atters connected with the administra­ 
tion of the pension office, and various 
proposed reforms therein, it has been 
decided to allow ample time for debate, 
and it is not believed that the bill will 
be disposed of before Thursday.

Senator 
Alaskan 
Davis 
Talks 
of the 
Boundary Dispute. 
Washington, Jan. 13.—Senator Davis 
of the committee on foreign relations 
has been giving considerable attention 
to the Alaskan boundary dispute. He 
has found nothing in his investigations 
which would cause him to change the 
lines that have always been understood 
as the boundary and upon which both 
countries have 
been 
proceeding for 
many years. 
He says that the only 
question in dispute is whether the ten 
marine leagues from the ocean mean 
from the mainland or from the adjacent 
islands. 
Mr. Davis says that this does not 
even present a case for arbitration, be­ 
cause it is manifestly plain that the 
shore of the mainland of the continent 
is the basis of the true line. It is also 
evident from the selection of the moun­ 
tain range as a line that the men who 
drew the boundary agreement meant 
that the line should be ten 
leagues 
from the ocean where it touched the 
mainland. Islands, he says, always go 
w ith the shore, and when a question 
arises as to whether an island, no mat­ 
ter at what time settled or claimed, be­ 
longs to one country or another, it goes 
always to the country 
owning the 
mainland if the mainland be adjacent. 
The desire of Great Britain for a por­ 
tion of the Alaskan coast is plainly ap­ 
parent, declares Senator Davis, when it 
is considered that there is a vast coun­ 
try in the Northwest Territory which 
can reach the seaboard only through a 
pass in the north Rocky Mountains and 
then across the strip of land owned by 
the United States. West of the Rocky 
Mountains and east of the Alaskan 
coast is a country of almost inestima­ 
ble value known as the Peace River 
country. There may be 100,000,000 acres 
of tillable or pastoral ground there. It 
has the benefit of the warm air cur­ 
rents from the Pacific, which makes it 
a milder climate than in those portions 
of the Northwest Territory farthe east. 
It is desired by Great Britain to open 
up this great wheat and stock produc­ 
ing country and secure a short route to 
the sea. A branch of the Canadian Pa­ 
cific road could be built through this 
Peace River 
region, and, by a pass 
through the mountains, through to the 
seacoast without much trouble, and by 
a much shorter haul than by railroads 
further south. 
This would 
give the 
Canadian Pacific another western ter­ 
minus, would build up a British city 
right upon the flank of the Alaskan 
portion of the United States. 
There 
would be another great naval station 
and a military post commanding our 
Alaskan territory, and the protection 
which the Alaskan coast now gives to 
th is country would be largely nullified.

Patrick Morris, White Man, and His 
Colored Spouse Shot oo a Flat - 
boat Near New Orleans—Sheriff's

New Orleans, La., Jan. 13.—Patrick 
Morris, a white railroad hand, and his 
colored wife met with a terrible fate at 
midnight Saturday night. They lived 
in a flatboat near the Westwego wharf 
of the Texas Pacific Railroad, a few 
miles above the city on the opposite 
side of the river. On account of their 
difference in color, as 
well as the 
charge that they kept a disorderly place 
for negroes, there has been a growing 
sentiment against them. They were sit­ 
ting up in their boat when a body of 
men came down and sot fire to the hull. 
Ac they made their appearance they 
were riddled with bullets. The woman 
was killed outright, but the man fell 
crippled and the two were burned to 
ashes with the boat. The authorities 
of Jefferson Parish, where the affair oc­ 
curred, claim they cannot discover the 
perpetrators, but the 11-year-old son of 
the victims, who escaped with his life 
and is now in charge of the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Children, 
says that a business rivalry was at the 
( bottom of the burning, his father hav­ 
ing had trouble with a saloonkeeper in 
the vicinity. He claims to have identi­ 
fied several of the crowd, all of whom 
were white men.

bank, of which he was president during 
1892-93. 
He insisted that all had been 
loaned on good securities. Failure to 
realize on these, owing to a scarcity of 
money, caused the shortage in his cash 
account.

Severe earth tremblings are felt on the 
slopes of the volcano near here, ac­ 
companied by subterranan noises. It is 
feared that an eruption is likely, which 
would destroy the valuable coffee plan­ 
tations which cover the sides of the 
mountains. 
The shocks are local, 
scarcely being felt in the town.

AU Souls church had a stirring up 
Methodist time last evening. 
"Amens*' rang out, 
aud 
"testi­ 
mony" was given. 
The stranger who only heard the 
li6 t part of Rev. Mr. South worth's ad­ 
dress hardly would have guessed he 
was in a Unitarian oh orch. 
In opening his lecture Mr. South­ 
worth said he deeply regretted his in­ 
a b ility to find a clerical representative 
of Methodism who could be persuaded 
to come and speak upon the subject. 
After pointing out 
the origin of 
Methodism the speaker said among 
other things. 
"Methodism came as 
rn reaction against the cold blooded 
sternness and fatalism of the Oalvan- 
istic churches and against the soft 
and bloodless tranquility of the Es­ 
tablished Anglican church. 
To the 
Methodists aU this seemed intolerable. 
They demanded th at religion should 
have warmth, vitality and animation. 
Methodism 
has become 
the most 
powerful ecclesiastical establishment 
today In Protestant Christendom be­ 
cause it has been from the start full 
of a passionate energetic liveliness. 
it calls to aotion. 
It appeals to ex­ 
perience. 
It moves, it 
quickens. 
This vitalism and good natured emo­ 
tionalism has made the Methodist 
church attractive to the 
common 
people. 
That is w hat I 
like about 
the Methodists and th at is why I like 
the Salvation Army even better. 
Boston Unitarianism Cold. 
" I t is the lack of this electric energy 
and enthusiasm which leaves Bos­ 
tonian Unitarianism the pale and icy 
thing it is. 
In this m atter a t least I 
* am a thousand fold more a Methodist 
than I am a Unitarian. 
I believe in 
experience of religion so deep and per­ 
sonal that you can talk about it, and 
shout about^it, and live about it. 
I 
like people who get excited once in a 
while. 
I know of 
nothing which 
ought to excite us more than the 
highest and completest salvation of 
men. 
Good old Dr. Chalmer a used to 
nay that ‘Methodism is Christianity in 
earnest." 
"Methodists as a class are not rigid 
theologians. They care more for souls 
than for doctrines. Their fervent dem­ 
onstrativeness sets them free from the 
fastidious kid-gloved incities by which 
so many churches are handicapped. 
To them the great thing is to get bouIs 
‘gloriously saved* and not to promul­ 
gate theological fulminations. 
This 
is finely illustrated in good old Father 
Taylor, who once ejaculated to the 
Almighty, ‘O Lord, save us from big­ 
otry and bad rum, Thou knowest 
which is w orse.'”
